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“PIONEERS OF ALASKA” WOODEN TOKENS: - by David Phillips - Port Alberni, B.C. 

A group of Alaska wooden tokens that intrigues me, yet is driving me to distraction, is the 
woods issued by the Pioneers of Alaska organization, put out annually for their convention. 

This organization was founded on February 20", 1907, in Nome and membership required 
residency in Alaska prior to 1901. More recently, membership requires 30 years of Alaska 
residency prior to application. 

Annual conventions are hosted by local Chapters called ‘Jgloos’. Many of these hosting 
Igloos have made available, at their convention, a wooden drink token. I have been able to 
acquire the following convention tokens: 


1978 — Fairbanks 1987 - Palmer 
1979 — Sitka 1990 — Kenai Peninsula, 
1980 — Juneau eg: Seward Homer & Nikiski 
1982 — Sitka 1997 - Ketchikan 
1984 — Fairbanks 1998 — Dawson City
